1. Certain Universities in the country shall be designated 
for the purpose of conducting the M.Sc. Degree Course to 
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Computer Science (Computer Software) for the candidates 
tportsoied by the Defence Research and Dcvclopmc it Orfia- 
nisalion, 

2. The Junior Fellows shall be sc.ected on All-India basis 
by the djlFcrem DiJivcisiiicj for adiTtrisjon from amongat the 
cand dales below 23 yean- ui age on 1st Januaiy of the 
year of admission and poss; sing a H.Sc. Degree with not 
less than 60 per cent marks in aggicgate in— 

(i) Mathematics (main) with Physics (subsidiary); 

OR 

(ii) Physics (main) with Mathematics (subsidiary); 

OR 

(iii) Physics and Malhemaiics conibinnlion. 

3. The normal period of couriic shall be 2 years (4 sems- 
ters). Titc Junior bellows shad be rcqu'rcd to pass all such 
tests/exominations as may be prescribed by the University 
for the M.Sc. (Computer Science) C. oui>.c, Duiing the course, 
the Junior Fellows are lialTe to be d^charsed at any time 
without any notice or assigning any reason. 

4. The candidates admitted to the M,Sc. Degree Course of 
Computer Science (Computer Software) shall be paid a con¬ 
solidated sum of Rs, 800 per month as fellowship and they 
(hall not be entitled to any other allowance. 


5. The selected candidates will be required to execute a 
bond to serve the Detence Research and Development Orga¬ 
nisation tor a minimum period of 5 years on succcff*iul 
completion of the course failing which they shall be required 
to pay to the Government the amount mentioned in the 
Bond. 

6. The candidates who are awarded the Degree in M,Sc, 
Computer Science (Computer Softvvarc) and who obtain
